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And becauſe thou haſt commanded us 
to pray one for another, we do not only 
make requeſt, O Lord, for ourſelves, and 

for them that thou haſt already called to 
the true underſtanding of thy heavenly 
Will, but for all people and nations of the 


World: who as they know by thy won- ' 


derful works that thou art God over all, 


ſo they may be inſtructed by thy holy 


Spirit to believe in thee their only Sa- 
viour and Redeemer. But foraſmuch as 
they cannot believe, except they hear, 
nor cannot hear but by preaching, and 
nene can preach. except they be ſent, 
therefore, O Lord, raiſe up faithful

Let not thy long-ſuftering be 
an occaſion either to increaſe their ty- 
ranny, or to diſcourage thy children, 
neither yet let our fins and wickedneſs 
be an hindrance to thy mercies, but with 
ſpeed, O Lord, conſider theſe great mi- 
ſeries. For thy people Iſrael many times 
by their fins provoked thine anger, and 
thou punĩſhedſt them by thy Juſt judg- 
ment; yet tho” their fins were never ſo 
grievous, if they once returned from their 
iniquity, thou zeceivedft them to mercy : 
We therefore, moſt wietehed finners, 
bewall our manifold fins, and earneſtly 
repent us of our former wickedneſs, and 
ungodly behaviour towards thee : and 

' whereas we cannot of ourſelves purchaſe 
thy pardon, yet we humbly beſeech thee 

for Jeſus Chriſt's ſake, to ſhew thy mer- 
cies upon us, and receive us again to thy 
favour. Grant us, dear Father, theſe 
eur requetts, and all other things neceſ-
